T^HE penitent-form is i\ Salvation 
^ Army institution. There is noth- 
ing like it outside Army Meetings. In 
the reports that are a feature of the 
weekly "War Crys" of the world, the 
penitent-form figures immediately 
after "souIb." "Grand campaiffn 
launched. Piiba visited. Hall crowded. 
Seven aoitl.^ at the penitent-form." 
"Visit of the Saved Collier. Miivh 
interest aroused in loivii. Fine Open- 
Air gatherings. Two notds at the 
pettxtent-fm-m for Holiness in the 
morning; three knelt at penitent- fo>~in 
for Salvation after afternoon (iddresa; 
five for Salvation, one a well-known 
drunkard and wife-beater, in the 
evening, making ten .imds at penitent- 
ftmn for the day. Glory to God.'" are 
typical examples. 

When sinners are saved in the 
Open-Air Meetinfr.<i they kneel nt the 
drum, or, if there is no drum, on the 
ground beside the Officer or Soldier 
who is "dealing" with them. 

Nothing Secret About It 

The penitent- form i.s a bench, 
usually a bench taken haphazard 
frcm the benches on whicli the Con- 
gregation sits. It is placed directly 
in front and below the platform. 
Should there be no platform, as 
sometimes happens in Outpost and 
Slum Coi-ps, the bench on which the 
O/Ecers sit when conducting- the 
Meeting is utilized. Nothing distin- 
guishes this important wooden rest 
but ilti poKition. It faces the audience. 
The penitents are in full view of 
every person pi'esent. There can be 
nothing secret, hesitant, or obscure 
iibout it. The people who kneel by 
it make full and open confession of 
their sins and their need of a Saviour, 
and of their wish to seek His pardon 
and live a different life. 

How it came to be I do not know.' 
Since The Salvation Army has been 
there has been mention of the peni- 
tent-form in its annals and practice 
as a recognized and usual accessory 
to the profession of "conviction of 
sin" and conversion. For the foi-m 
itself there i.s no respect, though it 
has been the outward -symbol of the 
birthplace of the soul in countless 
instHhijes. I have seen Soldiers stand 
on it to light the gas near the plat- 



fovm, Officer.*; ascend it to better 
command attention, children comnuin- 
deei' it for their Salvation drills and 
marches, and Salvationist chanvomcn 
scrub it. For the acts of contrition 
and regeneration it typifies 1 have 
never seen anytliiiig but profoundest 
reverence. 
The Priest and the Penitenl-Form 

"It is impossible that a man or 
woman can be saved or changed by 
kneeling at a bench they call the 
penitent -form," said a Roman Catholic 
parisli priest, an earnest pastor of his 
flock. 

"God bless him, he's right. But 
does he know nothing about the 
Saving Power of Jesus Christ work- 
ing in the souls of them that cries 
for foi-givene.<;s and Salvation to Him, 
and first confesses their sins to Him? 
Don't the Keverend believe in soul.s 
getting saved same as Paul and the 
Apostles, and all the common folk.-* 
tlmt we're told in the New Testament 
turned to Cliri.st and believed He 
could, and did, save them from their 
sins?" asked the Salvationist to whom 
the remark was quoted. "If his 
Reverenee '11 come down here any 
time, and ain't saved, I'll show him 
how Christ saved' me, and He will 
save him." 

It was a. sportiiig,. offer, but not; 
accepted. 

"That old penitent-foim was where 
the Light dawned on me. There the 
Lord Jesus, glory iu His Name, saved 
me from my filthy sin.s after showing 
me what a singer I was and how near 
to Hell!" shouted a Salvation navvy. 
"I tome in the Hall drunk; God's 
Holy Spirit convicted me of sin and 
.iudgment to come while I .sat there 
by the door. When the Captain calls 
for them that wanted Christ to save 
their souls and alter their habits and 
mind.';, to come and kneel at the 
])eiiitent-form, out I reels. 1 knelt 
down there drunk, but I colled up to 
Jesus to save me, and He heard and 
answered me. 1 didn't know how to 
pray, but I said the words after 
Sergeant-Majov what dealt with me, 
and I iriahed God would save me, and 
I asked Him to, as well u.s I could. 
And He did. Oh, Wes.s Him! 

"He died for me to set me free! I 
knelt to Him drunk, but He rai-^icd 
me up sober. I ain't never touched 
drink since. It's near fifteen years 
ago. I've found Him a good Master 



—I'm liappv whatever conies or gou,-;. 
If you think it can't be, ask my wife, 
ask them that knew me when I was 
a drunkard. What changed me inside 
half ar. hour frcm a man that loved 
sin and made a mock of good and 
religion to a man that wanted to do 
right and love God? It was the livin' 
power of the Saviour! What He did 
for me He'll do for you, though you 
mayn't bo as bad as I wa.s. But we, 
each one, from the king to the beggar, 
iieed.s His Salvation." 

The company of Salvstionists l>!:v,=t 
into song with the speaker, and the 
air rang with— 

"Oh, come along, for Jesus is strong 
And He will your sins forgive!" 

There were three souls at that 
penitent-form. 

It was a testifier, testimony, and 
effect that can be verified in nny spot 
where there is a Salvation Army 
Corps or Meeting. 

Strange and mysterious happenings 
occur at the penitent-form that the 
most experienced Officer is unable to 
explain. "There are some penitents, 
nearly always men or Magdalenes, 
who seem compelled to keep knocking 
their heads against the penitent-form 
while they are seeking pardon," one 
told me. "I have had others rise and 
-sit on the bench, unable to get on 
their knees again for a long while, 
and'' repeating sullenly that some- 
thing seemed to chain them. Some 
shake violently. Some appear unable 
to speak or pray, and, when they do, 
burst into weeping. A great many 
weep, and most find the Sa\-iour and 
Salvation normally; that ia. after 
confession, prayer, appeal, and vows 
to Him. But there are souls who seem 
plunged into depths of darkness and 
an agony of despair before they .see 
Hi.s Light. 

Knife, Revolver or Poison 

"It is not uncommon for a drunken 
per.'ion kneeling in sincerity for for- 
giveness at the Lord's feet to rise up 
quite sober. Every Offlcer of any 
length of service must have met such 
case.s. Persons determined to commit 
.-suicide have knelt at the penitent- 
form and, during the prayer they 
made and that was made for them, 
handed out the knife, revolver, poison, 
or other murderous agent. Murder 
has been confessed at the nenftent- 
form, and theft, adultery, folse wit- 
ness, malicious intent to injure 



another, fraud, and all Ihi- sins.ofteiij 

"The penitent-form is a place tfl 
decision, of mourning, .jrid of h^m 
scribable joy. I have sfen wives ujl 
husbands, parents and oiiildren, ri
